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Articles  of  Association 

of 

The  Fort  Wayne  Country  Club 


We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  associate  our- 
selves, our  associates  and  successors  into  a  cor- 
poration, hereby  adopting  the  following  certi- 
ficate and  articles  of  association,  under  and 
pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of 
the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled: — 

''AN  ACT  FOR  THE  INCORPORATION 
OF  SOCIETIES  NOT  FOR  PECUNIARY 
PROFIT,  DEFINING  THEIR  POWERS  AND 
PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ELECTION  OF 
DIRECTORS,  THE  DISSOLUTION  OF 
SUCH  CORPORATION,  DISTRIBUTION  OF 
THEIR  PROPERTY,  AND  THE  CHANGING 
OF  THEIR  ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION, 
AND  DECLARING  AN  EMERGENCY." 

Approved  March  6th,  1889. 

ARTICLE     1. 

This  Club  shall  be  known  as  "THE  FORT 
WAYNE  COUNTRY  CLUB." 

ARTICLE     2. 

The  objects  of  this  corporation  are  not  for 
pecuniary  profit,  but  for  the  social  advantages 
and  physical  culture  of  its  members,  and  to 
that  end  to  acquire  and  maintain  a  Country 
Club,  golf  links,  tennis  courts,  and  other 
athletic  sports,  together  with  suitable  grounds 
and  buildings  therefore. 


ARTICLE     3. 

1.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  of  this  cor- 
poration     shall      be      ten      thousand      dollars 

^rr/j      ($10,000.00)    divided   into   two  hundred    (200) 

1910         shares  of  fifty  dollars   ($50.00)   each,  for  which 

See  Page  certificates  shall  be  issued,  signed  by  the  Presi- 

Fourteen    j^^^^  ^^^  Trcasurcr,  upon  payment  of  the  par 

value    thereof,    but    which    stock    shall    not    be 

entitled   at   any   time   to   the   payment    of   any 

dividends. 

2.  The  stock  of  the  Club  and  the  certificates 
issued  therefore  may  only  be  sold,  assigned  and 
transferred  by  the  Club  for  the  benefit  of  the 
owner  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  only  to 
persons  who  are  incorporators  hereof,  or  who 
have  been  duly  elected  as  active  members  of  the 
Club.  If  the  stock  of  any  member  is  sold  or 
attempted  to  be  sold  to  any  person  not  so  duly 
elected  an  active  member  the  assignee  of  such 
stock  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  rights 
or  privileges  of  membership,  or  to  vote  at  any 
meeting,  or  have  any  interest  in  the  property  of 
the  Club,  or  in  any  way  or  manner  undertake 
to   control  or  interfere  with  its   affairs. 

ARTICLE  4. 
1.  The  membership  of  this  Club  shall  consist 
of  male  members  over  twenty-one  (21)  years  of 
age,  who  shall  be  known  and  designated  as 
' '  Active  Members, ' '  and  who  in  order  to  become 
such,  shall  be  one  of  the  incorporators  hereof,  or 
shall  have  subscribed  or  purchased,  and  shall 
own  at  least  one  share  of  stock  during  his 
membership,  and  who  if  other  than  one  of  the 
incorporators  herein,  shall  have  been  duly 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  accordance 
with    the    By-Laws    and    shall    have    subscribed 


tlieir  names  and  agTced  to  be  bound  by  all  the 
provisions  of  these  articles  of  association  and 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Club,  and  of  any  amend- 
ments thereto  at  any  time  made  in  accordance 
with  such  By-Laws  in  the  record  book  of  the 
Club  kept  for  that  purpose.  Such  "Active 
Members"  shall  own  all  the  property  of  the 
Club  in  proportion  to  their  respective  amounts 
of  stock  owned  by  them  so  long  only  as  they 
are  members  of  the  Club. 

2.  Any  "Active  Member"  who  shall  volun- 
tarily withdraw  from  the  Club,  be  expelled  from, 
or  forfeit  his  membership  therein,  in  accordance 
with  the  By-Laws,  or  otherwise  cease  to  be  a 
member,  shall  thereby  cease  to  have  any  further 
rights,  privileges  or  interest  in  the  Club  or  its 
property,  all  of  which  shall  cease  and  be  deter- 
mined with  the  termination  of  his  membership, 
except  that  such  member  may  deposit  his  certi- 
ficate of  stock  with  the  Club  to  be  held  by  it  as 
trustee  to  be  sold  for  account  of  the  depositer  at 
par  value  to  some  one  who  shall  have  been 
duly  elected  a  member  of  the  Club  in  accordance 
witli  the  By-Laws  thereof  and  that  such  stock 
so  deposited  shall  be  sold  in  the  order  of  its 
priority  of  deposit  and  the  proceeds  pas-sed  to 
the  credit  of  and  turned  over  to  the  person  who 
deposited  same  after  deducting  any  fees,  dues 
or  liabilities  of  the  owner  of  such  stock  to  the 
Club. 

3.  No  member  shall  own  more  than  one  share 
of  stock  of  the  Club. 

4.  Persons  other  than  "Active  Members" 
may  be  admitted  to  the  privilege's  of  the  Club, 
who  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  "Asso- 
ciate Members,"  if,  and  when  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  in  accordance  with  the  By- 


Laws,  and  upon  the  payment  of  the  fees  and 
dues  for  such  members  therein  provided,  and 
who  shall  have  subscribed  their  names  and 
agreed  to  be  bound  by  all  the  provision's  of 
these  articles  of  association  and  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Club,  and  any  amendments  thereto,  in 
the  record  book  of  the  Club  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, but  such  ''Associate  Members"  shall  have 
no  interest  in  the  property  of  the  club,  and  no 
voice  or  vote  in  the  control  or  management  of 
its  affairs. 

ARTICLE    5. 

1.  The  business  and  prudential  concerns  of 
the    Club    shall    be    managed    by    a    Board    of 

Directors  consisting  of  eleven  members  who 
shall  be  stockholders  and

have  been  elected  and  are  hereby  constituted  the 
directors  and  shall  have  the  management  of  its 
business  and  prudential  concerns  for  the  first 
year.  The  first  six  named  directors  shall  hold 
their  office  for  two  (2)  years,  and  the  other 
five  (5)  for  one  year. 

2.  At    the    next    annual    meeting,    five     (5) 
directors  shall  be   cho-sen  who  shall  hold  their 
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office  for  two  (2)  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected,  and  at  the  next  succeeding 
annual  election,  six  directors  shall  be  chosen 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  (2)  years, 
and  until  their  successor's  shall  be  elected,  and 
thereafter  five  (5)  and  six  (6)  directors  shall 
be  elected  at  each  alternate  annual  election  to 
hold  their  office  for  two  years  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected. 

3.  The  Board  shall  have  power  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  (2-3)  of  its  members  to  forfeit  the 
membership  or  expel  any  member  for  the  non- 
payment of  annual  or  other  dues,  or  other  in- 
debtedness to  the  Club,  or  for  any  conduct 
which  in  its  opinion  is  likly  to  endanger  the 
welfare,  interest  or  character  of  the  Club,  but 
not  until  such  member  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished an  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  the 
Board  of  Directors  in  his  own  defense. 

ARTICLE  6. 
The  annual  and  other  dues,  and  times  of 
payment  thereof,  for  all  ''Active"  and  ''Asso- 
ciate Members"  shall  be  fixed  in  the  By-Laws, 
subject  to  increaise  or  decrease  and  change  of 
time  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE    7. 

The  Club  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  of 
subscribers  and  owners  thereof  for  unpaid  dues 
or  other  indebtedness  to  the  Club,  and  upon 
the  non-payment  when  due,  such  stock  may  be 
sold  for  the  enforcement  of  such  lien  and  the 
payment  of  such  dues  or  indebtedness  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  provided  in  the  constitution 
or  By-Laws  of  the  Club,  but  only  to  a  duly 
elected  member  or  to  the  Club. 
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ARTICLE   8. 

The  Club  House  and  grounds  of  the  Club 
shall  be  located  and  maintained  in  the  County 
of  Allen,  in  the   State  of    Indiana.

dent and  Treasurer  upon  payment  of  the  par 
value  thereof;  but  such  stock  shall  not  be  en- 
titled at  any  time  to  the  payment  of  any 
dividends. ' '

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BY-LAWS

ARTICLE     1. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 
See.  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  members 
of  this  Club  shall  be  held  in  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  on  the  second  Thursday  of  November 
in  each  year,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the 
Directors  shall  determine. 

SPECIAL     MEETING. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meeting's  of  the  members 
may  be  called  by  the  President  or  a  majority 
of  the  Directors,  or  upon  written  request  of  ten 
of  the  members,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
President  or  Board  of  Directors  may  determine. 

NOTICE     OF     MEETINGS. 

Sec.  3.  Notice  of  meetings,  written  or 
printed,  for  every  regular  meeting  (or  special 
meeting)  of  the  members  shall  be  prepared  and 
mailed  to  the  last  known  j)ostoffice  address  of 
each  member  not  les-s  than  three  days  before 
^  any  such  meeting,  and  if  for  a  special  meeting, 
such  notice  shall  state  the  object  or  objects 
thereof.  No  failure  to  receive  or  irregularity  of 
notice  of  any  regular  meeting  shall  invalidate 
such  meeting  or  any  proceeding  thereat. 

QUORUM. 

Sec.  -1.     At   any   meeting   fifteen  or  more  of 
tlie   meinbers   shall    constitute     a     quorum.      A 
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majority    of    such    quorum     shall    decide    any 
question  which  ^nay  come  before  'Stieli '-meeting. 

ELECTION    OF    DIRECTORS. 

Sec.  5.  The  Directors  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  by  the  members  of  the  Club  at  their 
annual   meeting. 

ORDER    OF    BUSINESS    OF    STOCKHOLDERS. 

Sec.  6.  The  order  of  business  at  the  anniud 
meeting",  and  so  far  as  possible,  at  all  other 
meetings  of  members,  shall  be — 

1.  Reading  and  disposal  of  any  unapproved 
minutes. 

2.  Report's  of  officers  and  committees. 

3.  Unfinished  business. 

4.  New   business. 

5.  Election. 

6.  Adjournment. 

ARTICLE  II. 

REGULAR    MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  held  at  least  once  in  every 
month,  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  or  at  the 
Club  House,  as  the  board  may  determine. 

SPECIAL   MEETINGS. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the 
President,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  board,  and 
may  be  held  at  any  time  and  place  upon  three 
days'  notice. 

NOTICE    OF    MEETINGS. 

Sec.  3.  Notice  of  both  regular  and  -special 
meetings   shall   be   mailed   by  the   Secretary  to 
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each  member  of  the  Board  not  less  than  three 
days  before  any  such  meeting,  and  notices  of 
such  special  meeting  shall  state  the  purpose 
thereof. 

QUORUM. 

Sec.  4.  A  quorum  at  any  meeting  shall  con- 
sist of  six  members  of  the  board.  A  majority 
of  "such  ciuorum  shall  decide  any  ciuestion  that 
may  come  before  the  meeting,  except  as  otner- 
wise  provided  in  the  articles. 

PENALTIES    AND     FORFEITURES. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  fix 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  By-Laws  and 
to  remit  all  penalties  and  forfeitures  which 
shall  arise  under  such  By-Laws  by  reason  of  the 
accidental  or  unintentional  acts  or  omissions  of 
members,  or  of  applicants  for  membership. 

EXPULSION     AND     SUSPENSION. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to 
expel  or  suspend  any  member  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  mem- 
bers present,  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  the  By-Laws,  or  for  conduct  which,  though 
it  may  not  constitute  such  violation,  shall  be,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Directors,  improper  and 
prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  Club. 

NOTICE  OF   EXPULSION. 

Sec.  7.  Before  any  member  can  be  expelled, 
notice  in  writing  that  sucli  action  will  be  con 
'sidered  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  a  time 
and  place  mentioned  in  such  notice,  together 
with  a  written  specification  of  the  charge  against 
him,  shall  be  given  to  him  personally  or  by  mail. 
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ELECTION     OF    OFFICERS. 

Sec.  8.  At  its  first  meeting  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Stockliolders,  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  elect  by  ballot  from  its  own 
members,  a  President  and  a  Vice-president.  It 
shall  also  elect  by  ballot  a  Secretary  and  a 
Treasurer,  All  officers  shall  serve  for  the  en- 
suing year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

VACANCIES. 

Should  any  office  become  vacant  during  the 
year  or  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  Board,  the 
Directors  shall  fill  the  same  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

ORDER    OF    BUSINESS    OF    DIRECTORS. 

Sec.  9.  The  order  of  business  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  : — ■ 

1.  Reading  of  minutes. 

2.  Report  of  committees. 

3.  Trea^surer's  report. 

'■1.     Applications  for  membership. 

5.  Resignations. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business. 

ARTICLE   III. 

DUTIES  OF   PRESIDENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  and  shall  sign  or  countersign  all  con- 
tracts or  other  instruments  of  the  Club  as 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors ;  and  shall 
perform  all  such  other  duties  as  are  incident  to 
the  office,  or  are  properly  required  of  him  by 
the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  be  an  ex- 
officio  member  of  all  committees,  but  shall  not 
vote  upon  any  question  before  the  same,  except

ill  the  case  of  a  tie  vote  of  the  members.  In 
the  absence  or  disability  of  the  President,  the 
Viee-Pre-sident  shall  exercise  all  the  functions 
of  the  office  of  President. 

DUTIES    OF    SECRETARY. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  issue  notices  of 
all  meetings  and  shall  keep  their  minutes ;  shall 
sign  with  the  President,  and  Treasurer,  such 
instruments  as  require  such  signature,  and 
shall  make  such  reports,  and  perform  such  other 
duties,  as  are  incident  to  his  office,  or  properly 
required  of  him  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

CHECKS. 

Sec.  3.  All  checks  shall  be  voucher  checks, 
signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  approved  and 
eountensigned  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE    lY. 

CHAIRMAN  OF  COMMITTEES. 
Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  appoint  chair- 
men of  the  following  committees,  to  serve  dur- 
ing the  pleasure  of  the  board,  said  chairman 
to  select  two  members  to  serve  with  him  dur- 
ing his  pleasure.  House,  Grounds,  Sports  and 
Pastimes,  and  such  other  -special  committees  as 
may  be  necessary.  Their  duties  shall  be  as 
follows : 

HOUSE     COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  2. — The  House  Committee,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  shall  have 
authority  over  tlie  Club  Plouse  or  annexes 
thereto;  to  make  any  necessary  purchases; 
to  regulate  the  price  to  be  paid  for  all 
articles  sold  in  the  Club  House;  to  receive  and 
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consider  complaints,  and  to  engage  and  dis- 
charge all  servants  employed  in  the  Club  House, 
and  annexes  thereto,  and  to  have  a  general 
supervision  of  the  same. 

GROUNDS     COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  3. — The  Grounds  Committee,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board,  shall  have  authority 
over  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  Club 
other  than  the  Club  House  and  its  annexes  and 
shall  superintend  improvements  and  alterations 
of  the  grounds,  and  engage  and  discharge  serv- 
ants employed  on  the  grounds. 

SPORTS    AND    PASTIMES    COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  4. — The  Sports  and  Pastimes  Committee 
shall  arrange  the  handicaps  of  the  members, 
and  have  charge  of  all  outdoor  games  and 
si)orts. 

ARTICLE    V. 

Sec.  1.  All  dues  shall  be  paya])le  semi- 
annually in  advance,  February  1st  and  August 
1st  of  each  year  as  hereinafter  specified. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Sec.  2.  No  resignation  shall  be  accepted  until 
the  dues  shall  have  been  paid  in  full  to  the 
first  day  of  February,  or  August  next,  following 
the  dates  of  such  resignation. 

FAILURE    TO    PAY    DUES. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  who  shall  fail  to  pay 
his  or  her  dues  within  thirty  days  after  same 
have  become  due  and  payable,  shall  have  his  or 
her  name  together  with    the    amount    of    such 
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delinquency  posted  on  the  bulletin  Iward  at  the 
Club  House  and  if  not  paid  within  thirty  days 
thereafter,  said  person  shall  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Club  and  can  only  be  reinstated  by 
'^ction  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 


ARTICLE   VI. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  1.  All  members  of  this  organization, 
except  the  charter  members  (those  having  sub- 
scribed and  paid  for  one  share  of  the  capital 
stock,  prior  to  January  1st,  1911)  must  be 
elected  by  ballot  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  membership  of  this  Club  shall 
be  divided  into  three  classes,  as  follows : — 

1.  Active  Members. 

2.  Aissociate  Members. 

3.  Honorary  Members. 

ACTIVE     MEMBERS. 

Sec.  3.  Active  members  will  include  men  21 
years  of  age  or  over. 

ASSOCIATE    MEMBERS. 

Sec.  1.  Associate  members  will  include 
women,  boys  and  girls  between  12  and  21  years 
of  age,  and  college  students  during  vacation 
periods. 

HONORARY  MEMBERS. 
Sec.  5.  Honorary  members  nmy  be  elected 
by  unanimous  vote  of  Board  of  Directors  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  hou'se 
and  grounds.  They  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
fees  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  vote. 
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APPLICATIONS    FOR    MEMBERSHIP 

Sec.  6.  Applicants  for  membership  must  be 
proposed  and  seconded  by  Active  Members. 
Each  application  must  be  signed  by  the  appli- 
cant, the  proposer  and  the  seconder  and  be  ac- 
companied by  semi-annual  dues,  and  if  for 
Active  Membership,  shall  also  be  accompanied 
by  payment  for  stock.  The  election  of  members 
must  be  by  ballot  and  two  black  balls  will  ex- 
clude. 

PRIVILEGES    OF    CLUB    HOUSE. 

Sec.  7.  Any  member  may  extend  the  privi- 
leges of  the  club  to  a  non-resident  guest  by 
applying  to  the  President,  who  will  have  the 
Secretary  issue  a  card  to  the  guest,  granting  all 
privileges  of  the  club  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
two  weeks.  If  in  the  judgment  of  the  Presi- 
dent he  thinks  best,  these  cards  may  be  extended 
for  another  period  of  two  weeks  upon  request 
of  the  proposer. 

GUESTS.
